THE GREAT BANK ROBBERY. 

The trial of Ponton, the bank clerk, 
for complicity in the robbery of the 
Dominion bank at Napanee, has 
attracted the national attention. In 
many ways it was worthy of it. The 
result of the trial in practically an 
acquittal for Ponton. In Napanee 
where Penton and the circumstances 
of the robbery were personally known, 
belief in Ponton’s innocence was 
almost universal. At all other points 
belief in his guilt was almost as 
universal. Outside opinion was form. 
ed chiefly by the work of the detec- 
tives on the case, who in order to 
prove their usefulness had to complete 
their chain of evidence, or in other 
words prove the theory they had 
adopted. Although the ablest counsel 
in Canada was against Ponton, and 
the queen’s evidence swore straight 
against him, he got off. Therefore it 
is not safe to trust to the theory of 
Cetectives. They are not infallible 
and they are not unprejudiced. The 
points which cleared him were : first, 
that the two crown witnesses, who 
had confessed and turned Queen’s 
evidence, were proven to have lied as 
to his movements on the right of the 
robbery, and besides contradicted 
each other, while the story of Ponton 
and his friends was straight through- 
out. And second that the universal 
idea that a knowledge of the combina- 
tion of a safe is necessary in order 
that the safe may be unlocked was 
thown absolutely to be a mistake. It 
was demonstrated by a safe expert in 
the presence of the court, Ist That 
more than one number, or combina- 
tion of figures, will open # combina- 
tion lock, and 2nd, That a combination 
which wil! open it is not particularly 
difficult to find by one who under- 
stands the matter; and can infallibly 
be found. This proves that those who 
place absolute dependence on ihe 
security of a combination lock are 
Jeaning on a broken reed. That in 
fact in the race between brains and 
mechanism, brains is at the moment

FINLAY AND PEACE RIVERS. 


Chas. Anderson, F. Patterson, b. H. 
Mosely and A, J. Mosely arrived from 
Peace river on Monday. Mr. Anderson 
comes direct from the upper waters of the 
Finlay, about 70 miles above the Forks, 
the point where the trail to Dease river 
leaves the main stream of the Finlay to 
follow up a branch to cross over to Black 
river. Mr, Anderson was accompanied on 
the Finlay by Michael Neil and Fred 
Moser. They were prospecting and travel- 
led with pack horses as far up the river as 
they could take them which waa forty or 
fifty miles. They then went on afoot for 
some distance. In prospecting they found 
two creeks carrying small coarse gold. Neit 
and Moser are wintering there intending to 
prospect further in the spring. Above 

| these two creeks they touind nogold. They 
found plenty of feed for horses on the upper 
Finlay, aud their winter camp is close to 
meadows where abundance of hay can be 
eut. Several parties are wintering on the 
Finlay at and above Fort Graham. Among 
them are Dunlap and Cagwin, of the 
Fresno party. Mr. Anderson confirms the 
atatements previously published about Dan 
McRae making $35 a day for three days oa 
a bar on the Finlay. Several members of 
the Fresno party a'so worked on a bar on 
the Finlay and made enough to provision 
themselves to go on, as also did Dan McRae. 


Snow fell on the upper Fialsy about Sept. 
20th, and snow was moderately deep in the 
Laurier pass as Anderson was coming out. 

Game and fish are plentiful on the upper 
Finlay. The creeks and rivers have several 
kinds of trout and the Jakes salmon trout. 


Mr, Anderson started from the winter 
camp on the upper Finlay on Oct 7th. He 
left Graham on Oct. 18th, and reached St. 
John on Nov. 3rd, 16 days from Graham, 
He met the horses of Dibble’s railway sur- 
vey party a day this side ofGraham. They 
were being taken to Graham for the winter. 
The party were coming up the Peace by 
boat. 

When Mr, Andersen was at Graham Mr. 
Jones began to slaughter the 25 head of 
cattle which he had taken there. The 
animals were in good order.

An interesting letter has been received 
by Mr. Cowie from L. ©. Rolt, one of the 
Clatwortay party, who spent some time in 
Edmonton last fall, and left in the spring 
for Dawson by way of the Maskenzie river. 
Mr. Rolt writes from his home in England, 
where he arrived on November 19th. His 
trip down the Mackenzie was uneventful, as 
wae that for 50 miles up slack water on 
Rat river. The trouble commenced when 
the attempt was made to ascend the rapid 
part of Rat River, which at this time was 
low. Mr. Rolt and Mesers. Truman and 
Austin gave up the attempt and returned to 
Fort McPherson, thinking of going up the 
Peel. Thomas and the colonel decided to 
winter on the Rat river, and portage to 
Bell river during the winter. Osborne also 
remained.
